Clearly the one that will work is the standard 100k ohm pot in series 
with the ALC (negative ground reference) using a 9v battery. 


I was talking with another ham WBOBBE (Skip) about this and indicated I 
didn't want the bulk of a 9v battery, but instead wanted to use the 
+12v also available on the aux plug. He thought that somewhere he 
heard of a solid state low amp inverter that might help in doing the 
job, but he didn't have a reference for it. 


I would like to build the entire unit so it can plug in and be removed 
as needed. Would any of you guys have a reference to such an inverter, 
or for that matter an entire schematic? (The ALC reference voltage is 
about -4.5v as I recall). 


There are a bunch of Atlas owners from Germany to Australia who would 
like to know.

>Dick at OHR, has been trying to educate me on headphones, and I want 

>to ask you if your experience has matched mine. I used to operate my 
>OHR Explorer II with a set of Sony MDR-V6 headphones. I believe they 
>are similar to your MDR-V200s. I found that with the V6s, I had to 
>crank up the audio gain to about 3/4ths of full travel to have a 
>reasonable level, and I also had lots of noise. Dick recommended that 
>I try some true 8 ohm communication headphones. I bought a pair of 
>Yaesu YH-55s, and found quite a difference. First, I only needed the 
>audio gain control at about 1/4 turn for the same volume as the V6s 
>with 3/4 turn. Second, I had much less noise. Dick says that this is 
>because the V6s were designed for approx. 20-20,000 Hz, where all I 
>really want to copy is a 700 Hz tone. By running the audio gain up 
>that high, I am feeding the V6s with lots of higher frequency noise 
>that I am not amplifying when I use the YH-55s, and the receiver 
>therefore sounds quieter. 

> 

>Have you (or anyone else on the list) had anything close to a similar 
>experience? 

> 

Yes, I've often advocated using headphones and/or speakers with a tight 
frequency response. For CW the advantages are more obvious, but even in 
SSB, more bandwidth than the human voice or the filters in your rig can 
allow will only cause more noise. I like the Azden headphones, with or 
without the boom mic, for this reason. The frequency response on them is 
300 Hz - 5000 Hz. They are also a very nice cross between "over the ear and 
block everything out" type and "on the ear and allow everything in" type. 
About $50. No, I have no connection to the company. After using my Sony 
MDRv6's, the Azden's are a much easier to less to with less fatigue.

I've had a recurring problem with my TT 515. Intermittently, begining with a 
soft click, the audio would become very strange; sometimes scratchy, sometimes 
like someone blowing into a mic, sometimes tinny crackeling sounds. This 
happens even without an antenna connected. A gentle rap on the side will end 


it (with a soft click again). 


In an effort to uncover the mystery, I took the top, bottom and sides off 
today. While doing so, it became very microphonic; any touch to the radio or 
even to the table caused a rumble in the audio. Several time I tightened 
things, reseated boards, and thought I had it licked -- couldn't make it happen 
until I completely reassembled it, then I could easily make it happen by 
shaking or rapping or gently twisting the chassy. It's very suspetable to the 
problem when upside down -- just turning it right side up often stops it. When 
its in the microphonic mode, recycling the power has no effect. Any ideas 
would be appreciated. I spent a lot of time poking and prodding with my 
fingers, but cannot seem to find a spot more sensative than others, nor the 
spot that triggers the problem. Didn't hear much of the "strange noises" today 
-- 99% microphonics today, but I think the two are related.

My only concern over the years 

has been what looks like thin, "mushy" feeling plastic finger pieces. 
The metal arms look fine, but perhaps you can enlighten me on 

the rigidity of plastic/acrylic pieces. This was the sole reason 
why I have avoided the Vibroplex Brass Racer, Kent, Bencher, 

and some other keys. 


I have yet to find anything that will replace the Vibroplex Iambic. 
It's as close to the perfect key as I've yet found, but I would like 
to see an alternative to the small return arm springs. 


I tried the Mercury key, but unless, the contact spacing is 
extremely small, the inverse-square law of the magnetics 
become annoying. On the other hand, J.M. March has 
recently introduced a key with magnetic REPULSION

Last few 509's I have seen were priced above $200 and below $250. 
Last few 405 amps with matching supplies I have seen were priced 
between $125 and $175. 

Last few 515's I have seen were priced above $350 and below $450, 
usually including some accessories - usually the notch/cw filter 


which I have seen separately sell for $40 - $75 and some other 
incidentals. Hope this helps, it is difficult to price something 
honestly when you are being conscientious - if the seller knows 
nothing. I would explain the price ranges myself to the seller, 
then offer something in the middle of the range.

Tnx for the reply to my posting. I have a Vibroplex Iambic Standard 
version that I love and I know exactly what it is you are saying here. I 
use a very small spacing on the paddle contacts, this is something 
suggested to me by another here on this group and it is working very well 
so far. When the spacing is so small the mushiness does not come into 
play and I find the paddle to be very very nice feeling, I believe it was 
put like this by another, it is like playing a fine guitar. I was 
concerned when I received the paddle that I had no address for 
maintaining contact with the manufacturer in Germany. I keep an extra set 
of black plastic paddle for my Vibroplex Iambic and a set of contacts 
too. I wanted to do the same for the Schurr paddle. 


The Schurr is a work of art so totally different from the Vibroplex 
Iambic as night and day especially in their feel. The Vibroplex is so 
very mechanical and solid. The Schurr is gentle and very smooth NO 
clattering here.
